Goats, sheep, cattle or other 
animals "except dogs" must not 
"run at large or be tethered" 
within 100 feet of homes.

Immediately following the 
city attorney's explanation of

George V. Powell said: "It 
might be well for the city clerk 
to notify the Humane society 
that we want the contract we 
have with that organization In 
regard to animals, especially 
dogs, carried out.

"Many dogs are hanging 
around the schools now. U seems 
to me that the Humane society 
follows a practice of impound­ 
ing only valuable-looking dogs 
and some of the big brutes that 
are running around at large 
without licenses or owners are 
allowed to roam at will," Powell 
said.
